ALL SET ASIDE. 


All of these allegations set forth by 


Attorneys Cajrroll and "William H. Cook 
Jn s upport ot a petition for a writ of 
"'habeas corpus wero effectually set aside 
by" the- court himself,, who declared that 
he thought Lyman was being treated 
very well -when it waa taken into con- 
sideration that he had made two at- 
tempts to escape. At the same time evi- 
dence tended to show that be had a bed 
in one of the nicest cells .of the prison, 
yrhereas most of those confined there had 
to sleep In hammocks. 


The first witness called was Attorney 


"William. l~. Cook, who described Lyman's 
place of detention on the top floor where 
the hospital Is located within two seta 
of barred doors. 


FEARS INSANITY.

"When his aunt, 
Mrs. Van, called ffhe told me that the 
marshal Insulted her and when X asked 
permission for her to talk to him, the 
marshal told me he would not permit It,"

Ruin Business, Declare the 


Liquor Dealers. 


HDITOR TRIBTHSTE: Sir—That the liquor 


dealers aro needlessly alarmed* over the 
adoption of -woman's suffrage Is a state- 
.ment you make In tbo recent editorial on 
which I ask permission to offer, the fol- 
lowing comment: 


Liquor dealers look askance at woman's 


suffrage because the Prohibition party, 
Anti-Saloon League, "W. C. T. XT., Good 
Templars and all other so-called teraper- 
anco organizations are, and always have 
been, zealous advocates of woman's suf- 
frage. 
During the recent campaign in 


California these people never lost an op- 
portunity to advocate woman's suffrage, 
malcing- 
tho claim that voting- women 


would "wipe out the liquor trafCic.". 
It matters not that woman's . suffrage 


has not brought 
about 
prohibition in 


equal suffrage states, that their influence 
''has been rather in favor of strict regu- 


lation than confiscation. The liouor deal- 
ers of California aro not dealing with the 
•women of Colorado or Utah, but with the 
women of California; and the- women of 
.California who aro engaged in temper- 
ance work claim that "woman's suffrage 
will wipe the liquor business out of exist- 
ence." 


NO LOUD DENIAJL. 


True, the leaders of the -woman's suf- 


frage movement in this state, whea com- 
pelled to make a statement, said they had 
.no Intention of attacking the liquor In- 
terest. But they did not say it very loud- 
ly, nor did they make any effort to deny 
the statements of the other suffragettes 
who 
strenuously 
proolalmcd 
that tho 
greatest reason why the "good people" 
should support equal suffrage- was that it 
•wouM mean the "end of tha .liquor traf- 
fic." 
'

Dr. A. C. Bane, state superintendent 
Anti-Saloon League, said In a speech at 
^Stockton on November 12: "Tho liquor 
men laughed when woman's suffrage* won, 
but now that women vote- the- state will 
soon be dry." 
• Furthermore, the prohibitionists 
have 


flagerly taken advantage of tha enfran- 
chisement of the women by planning tc 
call a state-wide prohibition election at 
the earliest opportunity. . 


"3,'et the liquor dealers of California do 


Ttot fear th& result of a. state-wide vottf 
"We believe the sensible men and \vomen 
•would administer a stinging" rebuke to Us 
'advocates. It Is the elec'trlon Itself that 
we fear. Tho liquor dealers are kept in 
a 
condition bordering: on backruptcy 
..'through bein^ obliged continually to carry 
on expensive anti-prohibition campaigns 
\Q protect their business Interest;1 where- 
as, the Prohibition party workers and the 
Anti-Saloon Leaguers dopendon such ag-- 
'itatlon for their living-. 
This is why we fear woman's suITrag'G 
and why -wo oppose local option and any 
other law that permits an. organization 
of hiffh-salariod agitators, such as the 
Anti-Saloon League, to be always calling 
elections that aro a heavy expense both 
to the liquor dealers and to the people. 


You say liquor dealers "are not likely 
to be molested so long as they obey the 
law/' 
This is a beautiful theory to expound 


and la one that this organization Is for- 
ever preaching to its members. But down 
,ln our hearts we know from, bitter ex- 
perience ttvat it is a, sickly fraud. A3 
long as bands of men and women depend 
for their bread and butter on so-called 
tenrperanco work, just so long will liquor 
dealers be constantly harrassed by elec- 
tions regardless of how they conduct their 
business. When theso professional "re- 
formers" cannot pick out some Isolated 
example o;J gross lawlessness on tho part 
of some saloonkeeper they fall back on 
tho statement that "tho liquor business 
la fundamentally wrong." 
Obedience to 
.strict regrulatiosis may -win votes for us; 
but It does not prevent the sa.-a.ried agi- 
tators from banlu-upting us wHh expen- 
sive elections. 
this never-ending turmoil Is particu- 
larly hai'mful at this time because of the 
coming: Panama-Pacific KxposUIon. Ttre 
Knights of the Kayal Area agreed to col- 
lect «, qurit-cer of a million :>lollars for 
the exposition committee; buK the per- 
petual and increasing agitation against 
the liquor business made, not Jjy tho peo- 
ple, but by professional 
reformers, 
is 
making it next to Impossible to make col- 
lections. 
Allied trades will feel this de- 
pression before long if conditions are not 
bettered. California needs three years of 
quiet prosperity; but we cannot have it 
rtnd bo constantly fighting over the liquor 
question. 


Saloon elections engender strife and bit- 
terness and cost tho state money without 
advancing the cause of true temperance. 
It Is the boa?t of the Anti-Saloon League 
that they colled fifty such elections, in the 
past fifty days. Isn't It a shameful para- 
ti.ox that Californiana are richly support- 
ing those professional trouble-makers?

It was 
discovered: that^tlie percentage of children 
attending" private schools who were per- 
mitted to resort to these artifices was 
much lower than in public schools. The 
Investigators reported that the parents 
of the children in the private schools were 
somewhat. responsible for the saner ap- 
parel of their young whenever they chose 
schools' without certain" restrictions in 
dress; and in schools'without restrictions 
the girls In private schools under sixteen 
years of age averaged1 better in the mat- 
ter of comriion sense dress than in the 
public schools. 


This is not surprising when .one con- 


siders conditions In Naw York and the 
children who Inherit the cheap, finery of 
their sisters who have already begun to 
work and scrimpand save and 'hunger 
to buy new gewgaws. 
It would be very 


interesting to -make the same comparative 
study here .arid discover'ivhether hobbled 
and ratted hair and tight-skirts and gos- 
sarrier, hosiery is the common or garden 
variety -'of school girl,, or the carefully 
cultivated one.

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Checking an fabuse In Court Practice. 


Judge Buck, Superior Judge of San Mateo county, has set a good 


example in excluding from the record of a notorious divorce trial 
matters not germane to the issue, but which were sought to be 
dragged in to discredit in the eyes • of the public one of the litigants. 
The attorney for the defense began to question the plaintiff, on 
cross-examination, as to whether.or not she smoked. Judge .Buck 
summari!}"- stopped all questioning along that line. So far as the 
issues in the case were concerned,-he said, it made no difference 
whether the plaintiff did or did. n'ot smoke. He declined to''let the 
real questions involved be 'clouded 'by smoke. He'did not propose 
to allow the injection of smoke into the case. It was irrelevant and 
Immaterial and otherwise ultra vires, and objectionable. 


Judge Buck is to be commended ijor his determination to confine 


'the examination .of witnesses 'Within, the proper.limitations. Court 
practice; in California has become cumbersome, tedious and intermi- 
nable by reason of the extreme. latitude allo'wed lawyers iri cross- 
examining witnesses. The record is .cumbered up with a vast mass 
of irrelevant and inconsequential stuff by rambling inquisitions which' 
are mere fishing excursions, entered upon in the hope of entrapping 
a witness or getting, a.ruling on which to base a technical ground 
f o r appeal. 
.

.

This abuse has had the' effect of making witnesses..avoid appear- 


ing in court. It prolongs trials to an unreasonable extent, wearies 
and harasses juries and creates disgust at the aimless way in which 
inquiry''is directed into wholly irrelevant channels. This method of 
.procedure permits innocent third parties t'o be attacked without re- 
course or affording .an opportunity'for defense. All sorts of scan- 
dalous gossip affecting persons having no legitimate connection with 
the case at bar is given an airing and.'entered.upon ;thpTecprd to ob- 
scure the real questions involved and swell the volume of'testimony 
taken by the court stenographer. Litigants are thus put to an un- 
•necessary expense and the process of adjudication made, tedious; be- 
yond description. 
' . 


If other trial ju'dges will follow tl;e example set by Judge Buck a, 


salutary reform will be. effected withotit legislative action. Process 
•will be cheapened and expedited and the abuse of court privilege cur- 
tailed. Men .will then not be so reluctant to do jury duty or give 
testimony. Litigation, 'especially in divorce trials, will not then be 
so much devoted to scandal-mongering, philandering and "shifty 
indirection.

Making Irrigation Bonds a Safe Investment 


While the ban which the law and the State officers place upon 


irrigation district bonds should be removed, it is equally essential 
that irrigation' district 'bonds,"should be rriade' an ;;absolutely; .safe,.in7 
•vestment. Unless this .is done, it; is-useless to.-expeet-'bankers-to in- 
vest in them or scold the State officers for refusing to accept them 
as security for public money loaned to banks. 


It is necessary, first, that the .validity of, the law under which 


irrigation districts are organized should be established beyond-ques- 
tion. Second, that the organization should 'be in strict compliance 
with the law. Third; the property comprised in each district must 
be amply sufficient to insure the payment' of the interest and the 
redemption -of the principal, after making due. allowance for all exi- 
gencies and for the other burdens the property is subject to. 


Hence it will not be safe to bond an irrigation district for too 


large a sum. If the property of a district be too heavily encum- 
bered the bonds will be unsalable, and no law-can -make-them salable. 
It is idle to talk about bonding a district'-for fifty' of "sixty per-cent 
of its assessed valuation. The constitution prbVide.'sShat'th'e 'b'on-de'd' 
indebtedness'of municipalities shall riot exceed fifteen.': per cent of. 
the assessed valuation. If' irrigation districts carry a debt much 
above that proportion it will- be exceedinglyjidifficult to-, sell'- their 
bonds eyen below par... 


These facts had better be recognized at the o.utset, .for it is use- 


less to expect irrigation, bonds' can be given recognized standing in 
the money market unless all doubts as to legality and the ability of 
the property under lien to pay the tax are resolved in advance. The 
margin of liability must not be too large. 
• 


The San Bernardino and'Riverside papers are complaining that 


Amendment No. 1—the",amendment whitih >yithdra'^"sl tjierproperty 
of public service corporations from local taxation—-robs some-coun- 
ties for the benefit of others., . Of course it does.' Under the new 
arrangement some counties get more back than they pay'in and oth- 
ers less.. For instance,--.San Bernardino county, which has a great 
railway mileage,'loses 'one-third of its assessable values, while Los 
Angeles loses only .-one-seventh. Los Angeles gains at the expense 
of San Bernardino. 'Examples'could be multiplied. • That this sys- 
tem of taxation is unequal and, unfair is self-evident. 
But it has 


been made constitutional,-and.the difficulty df getting the system 
changed is'very great. 


That the automobile has improved. ;sanita'ry-conditions in the 


cities is quite true, but that is no reason why they should be per- 
mitted to run over pedestrians with impunity. Likewise the motor 
car has given a tremendous impulse to the good roads movement, 
but that is no reason why it should be permitted "to usurp the right 
of the'road in defiance of the rights and safety of people orrfoot or 
traveling in other conveyances. 
. 


Some Curious Publicity Methods. 


No representative of the'Panama-Pacific . Exposition .Company 


attended the exposition recently held'in Omaha. Alameda county 
had an exhibit and a representative there. In all his lectures—he 
delivered two each day—Alameda's representative expatiated on 
the character and extent of the great world's fair that San Francisco 
is to hold in 1915. While Alameda county was thus advertising the 
exposition and the resources of California, a group, of men in. San 
Francisco were organizing „and plotting to dismember this: county 
and deprive its chief cities of their municipal independence." • ' 


There will be no representative of the exposition company at the 


Farmers' Congress in Chicago. Nor has any provision been made 
for the' circulation of exposition literature at the gathering. Ala- 
meda's representative, 'Wilber Walker, offered to circulate without 
charge all the literature that the' exposition company would furnish. 
He had been furnished-with none up to the time;!of his departure. 
He may be furnished with literature to circulatel'later on, but he 
had no assurance that any would be furnished wjhen he departed. 
His offer had not been rejected, but it was apparently ignored. " 


One is at a 4oss to understand why so little interest is displayed 


by the exposition managers in the efforts of Alameda's representa- 
tive to advertise the great fair. Surely they do not object to having 
the exposition advertised without cost. Nor can we believe that 
they are opposed to citizens of Alameda county advertising-^it at 
their own expense. What is strange is "the lack of interest' shown; 
The exposition company has a big bureau of publicity, but when 
facilities for publicity are offered free of cost they are treated with 
cold neglect. JVhat is the matter 2 .

BERKELEY, Nov. 18.—Cornelius Reilly, 


retired mining capitalist and former as- 
sociate of Cecil •- Rhodes, James Flood, 
John W. Mackay, William O'Brien, C. D.. 
Lane and Whitaker Wright, whose names 
are suggestive of gold-mining romance, 
died last night at his homo, 1S28 Prince 
street. He had been seriously 111 for a 
week of heart disease, and passed away 
at the age of 88 years. 


Connected with practical mining in the 


early days of gold in this state, and later 
with the Mining Exchange in San Fran- 
cisco, Reilly was one* of the .best known 
pioneers of California.

Reilly came to- the United States from

of the earliest period in California, be- 
coming superintendent and, part owner of 
the Allison ranch mine at Grass. Valley, 
one of the most famous properties of thaC 
time. Other owners were Flood, Mackay 
and O'Brien. 
After nearly a score of 


years of prosperdus mining- in this state, 
Reilly, in partnership with Cecil Rhodes, 
the well-known South African magnate, 
and the late Whitaker Wright of this 
state, directed a mining engineering en- 
terprise in England, returning to Cali- 
foria' in 1876. :
